AN ORDINANCE REPEALING CHAPTERS 4-5 AND 14-7 AND AMENDING 
CHAPTER 14-8 OF THE CITY CODE RELATING TO RIGHT OF WAY EVENT 
CLOSURES. 
 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN: 
 
PART 1.  Chapters 4-5 and 14-7 of the City Code are repealed. 

PART 2.  Sections 14-8-5, 14-8-13, 14-8-15, 14-8-18, 14-8-31, 14-8-32, and 14-8-33 of 
the City Code are repealed. 

PART 3.  Section 14-8-1 (Definitions) of the City Code is amended to read as follows: 

ARTICLE 1.  GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

§  14-8-1  DEFINITIONS. 

In this chapter: 

FIRST AMENDMENT EVENT means a parade, procession or demonstration that occurs 15 
in public right of way for the purposes of free speech. 16 

[1]AFFECTED PERSON means: 17 

 (a) the property owner, property manager or tenant of each 
property fronting on the portion of a public street to be closed;

 [for an arterial street closure, a property owner, property 20 
manager, or tenant of property fronting on the portion of public 21 
street to be closed;] 22 

  (b)   a neighborhood association registered with the City, for a 23 
neighborhood whose boundaries either include the public street 24 
to be closed, or extend to a point within 1/2 of a mile of the 25 
public street to be closed. [for a residential street closure, a 26 
property owner or tenant of a residence fronting on the portion 27 
of a public street to be closed; and] 28 
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[(c) for both an arterial or residential street closure, a neighborhood 1 
association registered with the City, for a neighborhood whose 2 
boundaries either include the public street to be closed, or 3 
extend to a point within 3/4 of a mile of the public street to be 4 
closed, if the neighborhood association has filed a letter with 5 
the director: 6 

                  (i)    requesting a notice of a street closure permit application;  7 

                (ii)    enclosing a map clearly showing the neighborhood 8 
association’s boundaries and a 3/4 mile perimeter; and  9 

               (iii)   providing the name, address, and telephone number of at 10 
least two contact persons for the neighborhood 11 
association.] 12 

APPLICANT means the individual or entity, including any governmental agency that is 13 
the person legally responsible for conducting the right of way event, responsible for filing 14 
the application and documentation, and receiving the permit issued under this chapter. 15 

[(2)   ARTERIAL STREET means:  16 

            (a)     a street designed to carry a high volume of through traffic and linking 17 
major activity centers; and  18 

            (b)     all streets located in the geographical area bounded on the north by 19 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Boulevard, on the south by Riverside 20 
Drive/Barton Springs Road, on the east by Interstate Highway 35, and 21 
on the west by Lamar Blvd.] 22 

CLOSURE AREA means the public right of way area that the applicant requests be 23 
closed for a right of way event or First Amendment event. 24 

CLOSURE PERMIT means a permit issued by the director for a right of way event or 25 
First Amendment event under this chapter. 26 

[(3)]DEPARTMENT means the department or office designated by the city manager to 27 
administer permits issued under this chapter. 28 

[(4)]DIRECTOR means the department director or administrative head of the department 
[designated by the 

29 
city manager]. 30 
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[(5)]FEE-PAID EVENT means a right of way [street] event that is in a fixed or stationary 1 
location and requires the payment of a gate [entrance] fee to access the public right of 2 
way. 3 

[(6) NEIGHBORHOOD COLLECTOR means a roadway that collects traffic from 4 
residential streets and connects to an arterial street. 5 

(7)  RESIDENTIAL STREET means a roadway with low traffic volumes and low speeds, 6 
which serves adjoining residential properties and traffic within a neighborhood, and does 7 
not continue through several districts. 8 

(8)  STREET EVENT means an event requiring the closure of a portion of a public street 9 
for an athletic event, street celebration, or block party.] 10 

PARADE means a march or procession that does not comply with normal traffic 11 
regulations or controls on a public right of way and consists of people, animals, and 12 
vehicles. 13 

RIGHT OF WAY EVENT means an event or parade that requires the full or partial 14 
closure or occupation of a public right of way or an area adjacent to the public right of 
way for non-construction and non-parking related use.

PART 4.  Section 14-8-2 (Permit Required) of the City Code is amended to read as 
follows: 

§ 14-8-2  PERMIT REQUIRED; DIRECTOR WAIVER OF DEADLINES. 19 

(A)  A person may not temporarily close any portion of a public right of way 
[street

] to conduct, start, participate or assist in a right of way event [a street 21 

event], unless the person obtains and possesses during the right of way event 
a

closure permit under this chapter and any other permit required by this 23 

chapter or the city [City]. 24 

(B)  The director may waive any deadline established by this chapter at the 25 
director’s discretion. 26

(D)  Except as provided in Section 14-8-15 (Calculation of Required Signatures) 16 
of the City Code, the director may not issue a closure permit without council 17 
approval for a right of way event if 20 percent or more of the affected 18 
persons on any block to be closed object in writing to the closure on a form 19 
prescribed by the director. 20 

(E)  Except as provided in Section 14-8-15 (Calculation of Required Signatures) 21 
of the City Code, the director may not issue a closure permit without council 22 
approval for a fee-paid event if 10 percent or more of the affected persons on 23 
any block to be closed object in writing to the closure on a form prescribed 24 
by the director. 25 

(F)  Beginning on the date following an annual right of way event, the director 26 
shall accept written objections regarding the next following event. 27

(5)  any authorized agents, and 6 

(6) the date, route, and location of the closure area. 7 

(D)[(B)] An applicant must submit the following non-refundable fees 
established

annually by [separate] ordinance [with an application]: an 

application fee, safety inspection fee, and sound permit fee.

(E) An application filed by the applicant not later than the 30th day after the last 11 
day of the current year's right of way event has priority over other 12 
applications.  13

PART 8.  Section 14-8-12 (Security Deposit Required) of the City Code is amended to 
read as follows:

(A) An applicant shall pay the remaining fees and security deposit, [fee] as 17 
established by [separate] ordinance, not later than the 10th day before the 18 
beginning of the proposed right of way event [to insure compliance with all 19 
permit requirements]. 20 

(B) An applicant [A permittee] shall reimburse the city [City] for any additional 
costs

incurred by the city that exceed the amount of the security deposit. 22 

(C) Upon written request, the [The] director shall promptly refund the unused 
portion of the deposit 

23 
following the right of way [not later than the 30th day 24 

after the street] event. 25 

(D) The director shall provide the applicant with an invoice for the estimated 26 
costs of police security for a right of way event not later than the 5th business 27 
day after the right of way event. 28 

(E)  The applicant shall pay the estimated costs of police security for the right of 29 
way event not later than the 10th business day after the right of way event. 30 
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(F) The applicant shall pay the city the balance due for the actual cost of police 1 
security for a right of way event not later than the 20th business day 2 
following the right of way event. 3 

 (G) The director may not charge a fee for police security that is provided by on-4 
duty police officers. 5 

 (H) This section does not apply to a First Amendment event organized to express 6 
the participant’s right of free speech. 7 

(I) City department applicants for right of way events are exempt from 8 
application and permitting fees. 9

  (9) for any right of way event proposing a closure area that includes any 29 
part of city parkland, approval to conduct the right of way event from 30 
the parks and recreation department director. [an emergency medical 31 
services special events information and resource form.]

  (1) if a revised route is necessary because sufficient written objections are 9 
received to reject the proposed route, a scaled electronic map, in a 10 
form prescribed by the director, of the closure area showing the 11 
revised the closure area, any revised information required by Section 12 
14-8-13(B), and other streets affected by the closure; and 13 

  (2) a final traffic control plan signed and sealed by a professional 14 
engineer registered with the State of Texas showing the location of all 15 
barricades, signs, and devices to be used for redirecting traffic around 16 
the closure area. 17
